GETT. THOMAS H. RUGER. 


To the vacancy created by the promotion 
of Gren. Terry the president has nominated 
CoL Thomas H. Ruger. 
Gren. Ruger was a 
New York boy, but was appointed in 1850, 
at the age of 17, to West Point from Wiscon- 
sin, from where b^.^ graduated 
with high 
honors in 1854, he being the third in his class 
and Gen. O. O. Howard the fourth. 
Enter- 
ing the E:i<riiieei-s, as his rank entitled him to 
do, he was engaged for a few months on the 
construction oi the defences of New Orleans, 
but the following spring, April 1, 18.55, re- 
signed and opened a law business a t Janes- 
vUle, in which he was occupied until the out- 
break of the civil war, six years later. His 
first command in the war was as lieutenant 
colonel of the Third Wisconsin Volunteers in 
the summer of 1861. He became colonel of 
this 
regiment 
in 
Auiiust, 
and was 
on 
duty 
in 
Maryland 
a n d in the 
Shenandoah 
valley 
during 
that and 
the succeetling year, taking part in the 
combat a t Winchester. May, 18tW. and in the 
battles of Cedar 
mountain, 
August 9, 
and 
Antietain, 
Sept. 17. He was made 
brigadier 
general of 
volunteers, Nov. 
29, 1862, and a.s such took part in the battles 
of Chancellorsville and Gettysburg in 1863. 
He was engaged also in suppressing the draft 
riots in New York in that year. 
Ti-misferred 
to the west, ho took y)art in Sherman's cam- 
paign of 18G4 to Atlanta, and then as a divi- 
sion commander of the Twenty-third corps 
in Gen. Thomas' Tennessee campaign against 
Hood, serving with tho western army until 
the surreniler of Johnston. 


After the war, Gen. Ruger was made colo- 
nel of the Thirty-third infantry in the regu- 
lar army, and brevet brigadier general lor 
gallantry and mei-itorious sei-vices at Gettys- 
burg. 
He was for a time provisional gover- 
nor of Georgia, and held othei" commands at 
the south 
throughout 
the • reconstruction 
period, and until 1871, when he served as 
superinteni^ent of the Military academy a t 
West Point for live years, until 1870. 
Then 
he returned to Atlanta and took command 
of the tlepartmont of tho south. He had, in 
1869, on the reduction of the number of regi- 
ments. been tran-.ferreil to the colonelcy of 
the Ei;.:,lite<>uth inlantiy, and with this regi- 
men'o pi ocecdctl to the west on the reduction 
of the southcni garri.soii.s. Al the time of 
his recent nomination, (ieii. Rubier was in 
command of the School of Application and 
the post at Fort Leavenwoi-tli.

Cyras W. Field Tells How the 
Properly Caogrht His fiye. 


ANDREWS GOSSIP. 


OyroB W. Field, waa a witnes in court 
at Boston a few days ago and in his tes- 
timony related how his interest in the 
Wabash road originated. 
He said: 


"Quite a number of years ago the Wa- 
bash Bailroad company was in the hands 
of a receiver. 
The stock, $100 shares, 
was selling in the New York market at 
less that $1 a share. I examined into it, 
and found ,the railroad ran thrqugh the 
states of Ohio, Indiana and IlUnois. 
I made up my mind it had merit, and 
that it would at some future time de- 
velop. 
I purchased a 
considerable 
amount of the stock, kept on "gradually 
buying until I had quite a large amount, 
and then some of the directors requested 
me to join them. 
T h e stock at that 
time, I think, Wiis selling at between $7. 
and $8 a share. 
I remained a director 
until 
Commodore 
Garrison, 
who 
W£i8 president, 
resigned 
and 
went 
to Europe. 
I was urged by the direc- 
tors to take his place, but declined. 
They all pressed it so hard that I said I 
would consider it for one week. 
At the 
next regular weekly meeting I notified 
them that I would accept it on the con- 
ditions: 
First, that I should have no 
salary and, second, that as soon as I 
could find a good railroad man that 
could go out and reside on the line of 
the road, he should be elected and I 
should retire. The stock when I was 
elecied president was selling for about 
S18 a share. I went out myself and ex- 
amined the whole road, and spent a 
great deal of time over ita affairs. Fin- 
ally, in the spring of 1880, I decided to 
go, with some members of my family, 
around the world, and resigned as di- 
rector and as president, and sold my in- 
terest entirely out "
